þ and and two hundzed , ſurpuled the (|| 
taſtle and towreof Tremſchina, fon- 
times belonging to the Biſhopzicke of Agram. 
From thence, vppon the 15, following, he marched 
before Syſſck, and played vpon it with his art.llerte, 
batull the eightenth day, with ſuch fozce, that he ouer- 
thꝛew euen to the ground, the towrethercof,andtwo _ = 
peecesof oꝛdinance, together with the maſtergunners 
which wcr2 appointed, fo * any peetes as 
he there vled, he had thꝛee in chiek, which ſhot bollets 
of foꝛtie, four and foꝛtie, fiue and foꝛtie pound weight. 
Upon this the boꝛderers of the Empire , daawen 
thereunto partly by neceſlitie, and partly N 4 
fire to relieue Syſſck aſoꝛeſaid, aſſembled their foꝛces 
together ouer againſt Agram as namely Rupertus B 
ron ot Eckhenberg gencrall of the field: Andrea Awet- 
ſperg chief commander in Croatia: Erdody Baan 
of Carlſtat in Windiſmarke, thꝰ Lord of Gra wein, ws 
tonellof the hanlemen ok Styria and Carnidla, and Mel.

hior of Roderne Chieftaine of the Ruittcrs of Sylefia, 
to the number of fine hundzed the Kopprainitzers alſo, 
and the Eſtates of Windiſmarke wert preſent likewite: 
who leauing two hundꝛed footemen to2 the Defence of 
Agram, an) two hundzed were foꝛ the Stonce( made 
vpon the bꝛidge ), marched foꝛwarde in the name of 
God: # about DIE being the eightenth ol June,) 
came be foꝛe Syiſck, to the mumber of foure thouſand 
fine hundzcd men. 

Upon the ninetenth following, the Turks aſſaulted 
it: but effectuated nothing, onely they loſt ſome thꝛee 
ſcoꝛe Turkes ; at which infant , our men behau:d 
themſcluesmanfully. 

Upon the 20, day Baſſa ſent out thꝛee hundꝛed men, 
to ſce if they could intercept any perſon, by whom they 
might be enfouned of the ſtate or our Campe: againſt 
whom the Baron of Ecke: berg made out ſome foure 
hundzed hozſes, who preſetly — the Tun kes to flight, 
of whom, they ſlewe ſome, ſome other were take pꝛilo⸗ 
ners, and bzought home about ſome in2tic horſe. 

Upon the 21, day, thcre iſſued out agayne on 
thcther ſide ofthe water, ſome foure hundꝛed of the 
enemy , likewiſe tolearne and harken of our pzecee- 
dings, who were in like manner beaten backe, and foz⸗ 
ced to retire to their 

Who becauſe they c not paſſe the water, with 
tonuenſent ſpeede , loſt many ol their compante, viz: 
two ſhippefullginthe water, which were dꝛowned, at

ed ncere Syſſek #entred the Illande, againſt whom, 
ty'enemy pꝛeſentiy made head: whole great power 
and foꝛce, when our men had perfectly viewedandex- 
-Amined , ſome were of opinion to make a retraicte, e- 


ſteeming it, no point of wiledome to put themlelues 
into ſuch an apparant and manifeſt daunger . But the 
Baron of Eckenberꝑ, with certaine other ot the Loꝛdes 
and Chiefe Commaunders, were ot a contrary adute, 
and thought it moꝛe conuenient in Gods name ) to try 
the foxtune of the Battaile , eſpecially , becauſe the ne- 
ccſſitie v2ged, a they of Syſſek were not able one howre 


loger to endure the ſiege, Belides, it was to be feared, 


lelt thenemy, in making their retraicte, would vn⸗ 


appꝛoued of the reſt , they put themſelues in oꝛder of 
battaile. The enemp did the like. Ind as Haſſam Baſſa 
of Zoſsna made head againſt our men, with ſome ten 
thouſand hoꝛſe and moze, and was now entred the'JE 
land 4 all his Ruitters befoꝛe Sy Sek, he tau⸗ 
ſed his Turkilh: footemen to be placed vpon ti other 
(de of the Riuer ( where a bꝛidge was made or ſhippes)

The light began about eleuẽ oꝛ twelue of the clock: 
And the L. Baan 2 the people 
of Windiſmarke gaue the firſt aſſault: who though the 
koꝛce and multitude of thenemy , and namely of the 
Ianizaries, who were placed next the riuer, iſſued out 
vpon them fo forcibly, that they were kayne to retire, 
who neue rtheleſſe were reſcued and relicued by the 
Loꝛd Graffen ol Monte Kukulle, and the harquebuſl⸗ 


ers of Carniola. 


doubtedly let vpon them. which aduiſe allowed and 
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dur people bꝛake in with a great fury. As ſoone as the 
Haſlam Baſla eſpied this heran in all haſt to the Bꝛidge 
made vpon the Riuer Kulpa, hoping there to make his

Vpon th other lide the Koppreunitzers, they of Carle-

Now as ſone as the Turkes eſpied thein. and found 
them by their manner ol riding, to be ol Carlſtat, High 
Almaines, and of the Confines (foꝛ they were at the 
firſt pcriuaded, that they had beenez as in times paſt, 


but Boures and Pelants) they tooke their flight to- 


wardes the Bꝛidge, right ouer againſt their Leaguer 
on the other ſide of the Riuer of Kulpa: amongſt whom 


people (who were now in Flight pꝛelentiy to retourne 
to the Fight, but all in vaine:fo2 there w:r2 about two 
Enſignes, 02 ũue hundꝛed Turkeg, which had allrea⸗ 
dy paſt the Bꝛidge, vnto the Footemen there, and the 
reſt endeuonred to follow with all therr might and 
maine: Who were intercepted by them of Carlſtat and 


the Koppreunitzers, c foꝛced them to leaue the Bꝛidge: 


And the Turkes, which were on the other ſhoare, la⸗ 
boꝛed in the meane while to bꝛeake down the Bꝛidge, 
whome our people with their ſhott ſoꝛced to retire. 
when the Turkes perceiued, that the Bꝛidge was 
taken from them, they tooke the water, which at that 


tyme was great, and ranne ſo ſtill, as if it had bene a 


ſtanding lake. Jn which many a ſtately, worthy and 
renowned Turke and hoꝛſe, loft his lyle; for they no 
edit, but were pꝛelently dꝛawued. 2

Haſlam Baſſa of Bollna, him eite with certayne o 
ther Beegen, Aggen, Spahyen, Sàyen, and other ictiou2- 
ned Turkes, w. te loꝛted to take the water cuen vn⸗ 
der sylick, and were there dꝛaowned. 

The high Aimains would nat take any Turke put: 

ſoner, but ſlewe them all: but they of Windelmarke, 
tooke ſome and bꝛought them ſro thence. 
The Turkez which were on thother lyde of the wa⸗ 
ter greatly lamented, and entreated that if their Baſſa 
were taken pꝛiloner, they would not touch his life, but 
rather honorably entertaine him, fox their Emperour 
would aſſuredly ranſome him. 

The Turkiſh Empe roures ſiſters ſonne, called Me. 
hemet Beeg, ſixetched fozth his hand in the water cra⸗ 
unge as it were to be relieved) but he was 2 
flayne with a ſhott. 

The bodyes of Baſſa, Ernot 5 Rhuſtan Beeg 
Mehemet Beeg : who was checfe encrall of o—_— 
| kiſh Cwallcri, were taken out of the water, and the 
laid v/ehemet had his head preſently firooke of, 

The Almaine footemen, qt ſuch as were vnder the 
conduct and leading of Ferdinand Werdners, Wire not 
preſent at this encounter: but were left behinde to 
guarde th Artillery: who foꝛced th ennemie to leaue 
tight Field peeces vpon carriages (which were vnder 
the charge of the Kaziancrins, and taken from vs by 
th ennemy Anno 3 3. beloꝛe Eſſek) and alſo tertaine f- 
conetes, with thirty ſhippes of Uictual: they tooke
